Things taught in Books, or Things of little Moment, 
it might not be worth.any One’s While to hear them, 
or my Time to read them. . | , 

I have read different SyZens, and) the Writings of 
eminent Phyficians of different Ages; and obferved in 
them many Things well deferving to be read, and re- 
membred ; but yet did not find in any of them, that 
clear. Account.of the Caufes of Difempers, which I aps 
prehend was neceflary in order to deduce juftly all the. 
important Principles, and Rules of the PraGice of Phy- 
fick ; and neceflary in order to know what Sorts of Me- 
dicines are the proper Remedies in feveral of the Dif 
tempers, which often affi& human Bodies. 

As to fome Puysicians, of a great Name, it did 
notappear to me from their Writings, that they had 
made any Refearches into the Rife of the Difeafes on

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I took Notice, that fome Authors prefetibed Medi- 
cmes of a Nature contrary to thofe recommended by 
others ; and that there was a-great. Diverfity of Opi- | 
nions among the medical Warrers ; >and this often 
occafon’d me great Perplexity im the Beginning of. amy 
Studies. 

I thought it poffible, by Refearches into the Veahurs 
and OFcanomy of human Bodies, and into the different 
State of the animal So/id:, and Flyids under Diseases, 
to difcover more of the Nature of the Caufes, which 
produce them than has been commonly known; 3 and I 
apprehended, that by the Knowledge of thofe Caufes, 
we might be able to deduce, with greater Certainty, 
the true. Principles of the Pra&ice of Phyfick, and learn 
what. Sorts of Medicines, and what Methods of Ma- 
nagement are moft proper for the Cure of ‘this, or that 
Diftemper.

Tuere are Books wrote on thofe Sciences, as well 
as on Phyfick : but itis an Advantage in any “Art for a 
Perfon, feeking after the Knowledge of it, to be in- 
ftructed viwd Voce by one,who has long practifed i it, and 
is capable of An{wering Quéftions, and Solving Difficul- 
ties about it. 

THERE are many valuable Books relating to Phy- 
fick ; and I would advife thofe, who have Leifure for 
it, to read, and improve them. 

Wuat T propofe, is to communicate in a few Lec- 
tures, fuch a Sy/tem of medical Knowledge as may qua- 
lify Perfons for praétifing Phyfick in fuch a Manner as 
with the Blefing of God, willbe happy for the Ps: 
who fhall employ them. — 

I pleafe myfelf with the Apprehenfion, that tho, 
who underitand Azatomy and thall become Mafters of the 
feveral Parts of the Sy/femI thall deliver to them, will 
be capable of Paffing under an ample Examination.to the 
Satisfa€tion of their Examiners.

Axp when I was Compofing the following Cozpen- 
dium of the Praéice of Phyfick, I defigned, and kept it 
ftill in View to write it in fuch a Manner, as that it 
might be of Service not only to thofe who are to prac- 
tice Phyfick, but alfo to any Perfons, who live fo diftant 
from a Phyfician, as renders it impracticable to have 
his Attendance, at leaf{ on every Occafion they may 
have for his Advice. 

“Tr is well known, that Multitudes, can only have 
the Advice of fome potbecary, or Surgeow; and I 
think it will be readily granted, that not every Apothe- 
cary, and not every Surgeon, has that Learning, and 
Knowledge, which are neceflary to qualify them to di- 
rect what is to be done for the Cure of the various’ Dif- 
eafes incidental to human Bodies; tho’ there be feveral 
of each of thofe Profeflions, who are Men ‘of good 


Senfe and Capacity, and who by diligent’ Study, and 


careful Obfervations have obtained a competent Meafure 
of medical Skill: but as many Perfons are incapable of 
diftinguifhing thefe from the ignorant ; and as very 
many will unavoidably apply to Perfons unfkilful for 
Advice, if they apply to any, fo I apprehend that Peo- 
ple who live remote from Phyfcians, and from {kilful, 
and judicious Apothecaries, and Surgeons, may by Read- 
ing this Compendium, formMuch general, and juft Notions 
of Difeafes, as may be.of great Advantage to them; 
and that by Obferving the Rules of Prattice, and the 
Cautions contained init, they may often efcape the per- 
nicious Effects of complying with miftaken ae 
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Vill Lo Gentlemen, and Others, &c. 


Tuus if a Man has a cutaneous Diflemper, e. g. the 
Itch or Leprofy, and the Perfon he applies to Advice 
fhall fay. “* Sir we muft take fome Blood from you, and. 
“‘ endeavour by repeated Purgings to carry of thefe 
‘* {corbutic Humours.” The Patient may reply, “ My 
«« Diftemper arifes from a faline Quality in my Blood, 
‘** and the proper Remedies muft be fome fuitable /ze- 
‘© yatives, and therefore I fhall not yield to the ufe of 
“* fuch Evacuations, which can no more amend the 
‘© Quality of my Blood than drawing off fome Gal- 
‘“« Jons of hard, or four Ale out of a Veflel can mend 
‘* what remains in it.” 

Or fuppofe a Woman with Child apprehenfive that 
the is in Danger of mifcarrying, fends for an Apothecary, 
and tells him fhe wants fomething to enable her to go 
out her Time, and he fhould fay, ‘‘ Madam you muft_ 
‘© loofe fome Blood,” She may well anfwer, “* I can- 
“« not approve of fuch Advice ; I never want Blood fo 
*< much as when I am in this Condition; and for me 
«* to have it diminifhed, will only render me, and the 
‘* Child I go with weaker ; and can only tend to haften 
‘ that Event Iam afraid of, and defire to have pre- 
« vented.” Vid. §. ya3, &¥e. 

An Abundance of other Inftances might be men- 
tion’d, in which Perfons by attending to the Ruées, and 
Cautions given in the following Papers, may frequently 
fecure themfelves from being mifmanaged, when they 
have Occafion for medical Advice.

§. 2... It is evidently of preat ‘Moment, that they, 
who. undertake the Care: of all Sorts-of Patients, be 
well acquainted with the Stru€ure at Oeconomy of an 
human living Body.- 

§; gecd This: ( $i 26} includes a Knowledge of the 
feveral Parts, both firm and fluid, which compofe it : 
paaticularly, of thofe Parts, which ferve to receive, and. 
digelt dliments, and. convey fuch a nutritious Matter to 
the Blood, asin the Courfe'of its Circulation may be 
tranfmuted into the fame Nature ; and thereby the De- 
ficiences be made up, which naturally, and unavoidably 
follow upon all the Secretions, and Excretions from it, 
and upon all the Motions ‘of the Body, and its Parts, 
both {pontaneous, and voluntary. 

§. 4. And likewife a Knowledge’ of thofe Organs 
by which different Fluids are fecreted to fubferve the 
vital, natural, and animal Fun&tions. 


B §. 5. And 
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§. 5. And a Knowledge of thofe Parts of the human. 
Body by which the Excretions, or Evacuations, are 
made of fuperfluous Humours, and alfo of the Particles, 
both of the animal Solids, and Fluids, which become 
effete, and feparated from thofe wherewith they co- 
hered. ; 

§. 6. And Gentlemen have in this City happy Op- 
portunities of learning Azatomy, and being infructed in’ 
the feveral Branches of the Phy/fiologick Part of Phyfick. 

§. 7. The Knowledge of which (§. 6.) will render 
Perfons capable of making far greater Improvements by — 
their Attendance in our Ho/pitals, and: on any Ledtures 
concerning the Nature and Cure of Difeafes. 

§. 8. But, befides an Acquaintance with the admi- 
rable Contexture of the human Body, in which the 
Wifdom and Goodnefs of God, the Creator, are mani- 
feft, it is of the utmoit Importance that they, who are to 
advife fer the Recovery of all Sorts of the Sick, do 
rightly underftand all morbid Symproms, as to their 
Caufes, Significations, and curative Indications; and 
all Diszasss difcoverable by them, incidental to the 
Body, from the Beginning of Life to the extremeft old 
Age, at leaft, as to their immediate Caufes, and the 
rational, and effectual Methods for removing them. 

§. 9. It is likewife- neceffary that they be acquaint- 
ed with the feveral Parts of the Materia Medica, 
their Qualities, and Virtues; that they underftand all 
the medical Infiruments, or the various Sorts of Reme- 
dies, which may e ufeful for curing Diftempers, and 
how to manage them for the Recovery of their Pa- 
tients. | a 
§. 10. And itis a Matter of abfolute Neceffity te 
the Safety, and Recovery of the Difeafed, efpecially 
under .acute Diltempers, attended with Danger, that 
the Perfons who advife for them be guided by the right 
PRINCIPLES Of medical Praf&ice: and confequently, 
that they be well inftructed in all thofe Principles before 
they enter on the Practice of Phyfick. 

§. 11. This (§. 10.) may be made evident by many 
Arguments, but I fhall only mention, in Confirmation 
of it, three of the general Sorts of Difeafes, and the 
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Principle of medical Pratice, under each of them, ac= 
cording towhich the Phyfician fhould aét for the Cure 
of them; and obferve the Pernicioufnefs of acting upon 
a miftaken, and different Principle. 

§. sz. I. The firft Sort I fhall mention, are thofe: 
Diitempers, which are produced by, and depend on am, 
Excefs in the Quantity of the Blood. 

§. 43. And in thefe Cafes (§. 12.) it is an-eflerisiak 

or neceflary Principle of medical Praétice to diminifh 
the Quantity of the Blood by bleeding with the Lancet, 
or Leeches, or Cupping. 
_ §. 14. Anda Phyfician who neglects to make fuch. 
Evacuation in thefe Diftempers, but inftead thereof ad- 
vifes Purgatives, or alterative Medicines, he evidently 
does the wrong Thing, and injures his Patient by with- 
hoiding the proper Remedy. 

§. 15. Itis therefore neceflary that they, who are 
to have the Management of fick Perfons, be inftructed. 
to know when the. Quantity of the Blood. is too great, 
and how to judge of the Degree of its Excefs ; becaufe, 
without this Knowledge, they muft be at a Lofs, or ige 
norant, when to advife Bleeding, and how much, Blood. 
fhould be taken from the Paticnt. | 

§. 16. II. Many Difeafes (in Perfons who have not 
too much Blood, nor too great a Quantity of other 
Fluids) are produced by fome dad Quauity of the 
Blood, however introduced into it. 

§. 17. And it isatrue, and neceflary PrinciPLe 
of the Practice of Phyfick, for Curing thefe Difeafes 
(§. 16.) to direct fuch alterative Medicines, as may re- 
move, or deitroy the morbid Quality. 

§. 18. Thofe Practitioners, therefore, who, in 
treating their Patients afflicted with fuch ‘Diftempers, 
fhall advife Evacuants, inktead of A/terants, will take a. 
wrong Courfe, and aét moft injurioufly to the Sick, . in- 
flead of direéting the proper Remedies, which might 
remove th®ordid Quality, and the Difeafe produced. 
by it. 

mie ig. It is therefore a Matter of great Importance, 
that they, to whom difeafed People apply for Advice, 
know what Dilempers arife from a wrog Quality of © 
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the Blood; and the Nature of thofe morbid Qualities, 
which produce acute Difeates, and of thofe which bring 
on chronical Diftempers; and how to diftinguifh one 
morbid Quality from another: and likewife to know 
what Sort of alterative Medicines are the proper Re- 
medies for removing this, or that Sort of morbid Qua- 
lities from the animal Fluids, . 

§. zo. For the Diftempers, which are the Effeéts of 
fome wrong Quality of the Blood are exceeding nume- 
rous. All Fevers, and mot chrenical, and all cutane= 
ous Difeafes are produced by a morbid Quality of the 
Blood, of one Kind or other, 

§. 21. If]. The other general Sort of Difeafes, I 
would mention, are thofe which proceed from a Def- 
ciency in the Quantity of the Blood, and other Fluids. 

§. 22. And, for the Curing thefe (§. 21.) it is the 
right and a neceflary Principle of medical Praétice, to 
endeavour, by all proper Means, augmenting the Quan- 
tity of the Blood to its healthful Standard, and fupply- 
ing the Body with what elfe is wanting in it. 

§. 23. That Perfon therefore, who, in the Manage- 
ment of Patients under thefe Diftempers, fhall order 
Bleeding, or Purging, or other Evacuations, and negleé& 
to advife proper ResToRaTIVEs, will certainly do: 
the wrong Thing; render the Cafe worfe, and haften 
Death; at leaft will put their Recovery, and Health at 
a greater Diftance. 

§. 24. Itis therefore, highly needful that rhey.who 
are to practice Phyfick learn to know, when the Quan- 
tity of the Blood is too “ttle, and what are the proper 
Means to increafe it; and to know what elfe is deferent 
in the Body, and how to fupply it; and in all Things 
to aét according to the Principle mention’d, §. 22. 

§. 25. But as fome Cafes may be complicated ; for 
Inftance, A Diftemper produced by a morbid Quality in 
a Body, where the Quantity of the Blood is #00 great, 
the Method of Cure mati be complicated toa, and Eva- 
cuation muft be made by Bleeding, as well as an Alte- 
ration of the mortid Quality by fuitable Medicines. 

26. It would be happy for the Pustiicx, 
and Multitudes of fick People in Cities, Towns, and 
Country 
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Country Places, if fkilful Phyficians, of long Experi- 
ence, and fuccefsful Practice, would, by perfonal In- 
{tructions, or proper Leétures, communicate freely of: 
the Knowledge they have attained; and faithfully 
declare thofe Methods of Management, and Reme- 
dies, which they have found moft effe€tual for the Cure 
of Difeafes, 

§. 27. And if, not only they, who defign to be 

_Phyficians, but, all who are permitted to practife Phy- 
fick, whether Apothecaries, or Surgeons, would attend 
upon, and improve fuch Leétures, §. 26. 

_§. 28. This would be the mott expeditious Way of 
their becoming qualified for a fuccefsful Pra€tice; and 
Multitudes of fick People, in Confequence of fuch a 
Courfe, may, with the Blefling of God, be recovered 
from their Diftempers, which otherwife would be de- 
itroyed, through the Ignorance, and Mifmanagement 
of thofe, who undertake the Cure of all that fhall ap- 
ply to them for Advice, before they are furnifhed with 
proper Knowledge. 

§. 29. And it would manifeftly be for the Good of 
Mankind, if none were fuffered to undertake the Cure 
of Diitempers before they have been inftruéted in the 
Nature of them, and the right Methods for removing 
them ; and been examined by their Inftructors, or other 
competent Judges, as to their Notions of Difeafes, their 
Principles of Pra&ice, and the Methods they intend to ufé 
tn the Management of their Patients;. and had Trsti- 
MONIALS Of their being qualified with proper: Know-- 
ledge for the Pradtice of Phyfick. 

§. 30. And if this (§. 29.) was done;: and the » 
Names of fuch Perfons were regiffered; and printed Co- 
pies of fuch Regifters were publifhed with an Account 
of the Places of their Abode, no fick Perfon: would be 
at a Lofs where, fafely, to feek for Advice. 

31. SanctTorius’s firft Aphorifm fhews us as a: 
Compendium all that a Phyfician has to endeavour: He 
fays, ‘© Si quanta, et qualis oporteat, quetidie fieret Ad- 
ditio eorum que deficiunt, et Ablatio corum que excedunt,.

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§. 32. And it is very evident, that a daily, or con- 
tinual Addition to the Body, as to Quantity, and Qua- 
tity of what is deficient in it; and a Removal, as to 
Quantity, and Quality of what ought not to be in the 
Body, will effeéiually cure all Difeafes of it. 

__. §. 33. And it plainly appears that the Whole of a 
Phyfician’s Bufinefs confifts in three ‘Things, viz.

fuitable Remedies for altering this, or that Sort of mor-

213. There may happen divers Variations in the 
Quality of the Matter perfpired, which we cannot 
get a certain Knowledge of, becaufe. this Evacuae 
tion, tho’ continually carried on, is fo little obvious te 
our Senfes. 

§. 214. There may poffibly occur as many morbid 
Alterations in the Quality of the Matter perfpired, as in. 
the Matter excreted by Urine, or by Stoo/: but we can- 
not fee the different Qualities in the perfpired Matter, 
as we can the different Qualities of the Urine, and of 
the Stools. 

§. 215. But, it may be obferved, that tho’ we can 
learn nothing of the Qualities of the in/enfible Perfpira- 
tion by the Senfe of Szginc,:yet that fome Knowledge 
of them may be obtained by the Senfe of SMELLING, 
For as there are numberlefs Effuvia continually flying 
off from every living. Body, bothin the ‘Time of Health, 
and in the Time of Sicknefs, fo thofe Effuvia (if the 
fmelling Faculty be acute) may be perceived, if the 
Nofe be applied clofe to the Flefh of a Perfon, and 
the Effuvia from it be flrongly attracted into the No- 
ftrils. 

§. 216, If a Man puts his Nofe clofe to his own, 


‘Hasd, and {nuffs in the Effuvia rifing from it, he wilk 


perceive a particular Smell, or Senfation fromit, 

§. 217. And if the Nofe be applied to different. 
Parts of the Body of a Perfon, ¢. g. behind the Ears,, 
or to the Armpits, or to receive his Breath, &¥c. he 
will perceive a different Scent from each different Place 
and juftly infer, that the Exhalations, or Effavia per- 
fpired from different Parts of the Body have a different 
Quality: becaufe they produce a different Scent, or 
Senfation. 

§. 248, 
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§. 218. The invifible Fftvvia perfpired from diffe- 
rent Bodies, excite different Senfations ; and from the 
fame Bodies in different Times of Life. 

§. 219. The Effuvia perfpired from fome Bodies 
excite an agreeable Senfation, when perceived by the 
olfactory Nerves: but from fome other Bodies, tho’ in - 
Health, they are very fetid, and occafion thofe, who 
perceive them, to fay they {mell rank or ftink. 

§. 220. The invifible Effuvia from Perfons under 
Sicknefs are much varied in their Quality, from thofe 
they perfpired in the Time of their Health. And un- 
der different Diftempers excite a different Senfation. 

§. 221. A Phyfician in fome Difeafes of his Patients, 
e.g. the peftilential, &c. by putting his Nofe to the 
Body of the Sick, may with the Effuvia {nuff up his 
Noftrils the Jnfe@ion, and introduce the Caufe of ‘his 
own Death. 

§. 222. But, was-there no Inconvenience to be fuf- 
fered this Way, and no Indecency in the Ufe of fuch a 
_ novel Method, there is Reafon to think, that. a great 
deal might be learned of the morbid Qualities of the 
Matter perfpired by the Senfe of SmELuine: but’ tho’ 
we leave the morbid Qualities of the infenfible Per/pira- 
tion, as out of the Sphere of our Knowledge; yet.a 
Knowledge of the Quantity evacuated by infenfible Per- 
fpiration, isin a great Meafure attainable. 

§. 223. And there are two Symptoms of a morbid 
Nature as to the Quanéity of this Evacuation, which we 
may difcover: the Knowledge of which, as an happy 
light may thew to the Phyfician the Way he fhould 
take for curing his Patient. - 

§. 224. ‘Therefore he fhould endeavour to find out, 
when the Quantity excreted by the in/enjible Per/pira- 
tion is too much, or too Little. 

§. 225. The two morbid Symptoms of this continual

227. Itisof great Importance to.a fick Perfon, © 
that his Phyfician inquires not only into the State of the 
fenfible Evacuations, but alfo into the State of the ix/en- 
fible Perfpiration: and the Negle&t hereof has occafion- 
ed fad Miftakes, 

§. 228. T'his is exemplified ina remarkable Hifory 
of a Patient, who fuffered greatly thro’ fuch a Miftake, 
and was afterwards recovered, when a due Regard was 
had to the State of the ixfenfible Perfpiration. 

§. 229. WHI. Caf. The next Clafs of morbid 
Symptoms, comprehends the iacidental Evacuations of 
Spitting, Vomiting, Sweating, and Hamorrhage: par- 
ticularly,

He had two Children, and:a Neice, who lay fick of the 
Diftemper at the fame Time, in two Beds in a little 
Room below Stairs, about thirteen Feet long, and ele- 
ven Feet wide, which opened into the Kitchen, a Room 
(not much larger) where the Family daily liv’d. One 
of the Children had the Diftemper favourably ; but the 
other two, had each of them, a Multitude of Puftules. 

It was above three Weeks before the Scabs were off 

from one of them, and above a Month before the other

§. 14. This Man (§. 12.) was often every Day in 
the Room with them, and affifting to them: But al- 
though through the Courfe of the Diftemper in his 
Houfe, he liv’d in the wario/ous Steam, or in the midit 
of the infe@ious Effuvia, yet he efcaped having it, 
through the Blefling of God on the Medicines [I pre-

§. 15. Tue fame Day (§. 12.) I prefcribed for 
George, the eldeft Son of the fore-mention’d Perfon, 
(§..12.) a young Man, about eighteen Years of Age. 
He left the Houfe, lodged, and dieted at a Neighbours, _ 
for fear of taking the Sma/l-Pox, but yet came daily. to 
the Shop, and work’d with: his Father, (a Blackfmith) 
who wore the fame-Cloaths, in which he attended the 
Sick ; and the Children, as foon as they could go about, 
before the Scabs weré off, went often into the Shop, 
and were with their Father, and Brother; and yet he 
efcaped the Diftemper, God bleffing my Prefcription for 
him.

day before, and he had been much with him from the 
Time of his Sick’ning, and had lain with him the Friday 
Night, and kept him, who was in a breathing Szveat, a 
confiderable Time in his Arms, (he being very delirious) 
to prevent his getting out of Bed.

§. 25. Dr. Borruaave in his publick Leétures in 
the Years'1732, and 1733, referred to thefe Hiftories 
(§.
